A Canuck Tory View of the Situation—

“It is not so much upon that subject 
specially that I have called upon you, Sir 
Leonard, as to obtain, if possible, a general 
outline of the forthcoming policy of the 
Canadian Government to be submitted at its 
next Parliamentary session, which meets, I 


beliéve, in January.” 

“ Yes, and I think weshall be able to show 
a pretty fair record. So far as pertains to 
my own department I have no objection to 
tell you what Il can. On the past fiscal year 
we shall show a surplus of $4,000,000, and in 
view of that surplus we ‘propose to take off 
the tax on tea and — u. 

“ What is the present duty?“ 

“It sad valorem and specific, or about 
five or six cents per pound on tea aid three 
on coffee.“ 5 

What is your experience of the working 
of the present tariff?” 

It has far exceeded my expectations, and 
that it gives general satisfaction is proved by 
the general prosperity of the country.“ 

“Can you cite any special instances of its 
beneficial results?“ 

“Take the manufacture of unbleached cot- 
tons as an illustration. Before the present 
tariff came into operation Canada purchased 
most of her cottons of those grades from the 
United Siates. Now we can manufacture all 
we require for our own consumption. Cot- 
ton prints we still import from England.” 

How has your tariff affected the British 
markets?“ 

It has indirectly benefited British manu- 
factures, forour imports from the mother 
country never were larger, while, as a mat- 
ter of fact, Canada has never been so pros-

STOKING AND SMOKING. 


The Device in Use at the Cincinnati 
Rolling-™Mill—A Mechanical Arrange- 
ment Which Acts as a Stoker aud Pre- 
vents Smoke at the Same Time—Wili 
Work Wellin Large Establishments, 
but Too Complicated for Small Ones. 
An ordinance has been passed by the Coun- 

cil and has received the signature of the 

Mayor which is intended to compel manu- 

facturers and others to use some method for 

consuming the smoke from their establish- 
ments. This vaturally turns the attention 
of those who will come under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, as well as others 
interested, to the many different devices 
which have been invented for this purpose. 

For those invented it has been claimed 
that they would perfectly consume the 
smoke, but subsequent trials have resulted 
in only a partial consumption in the case of 
many. 

There is, however, one in operation now at 
the Cincinnati Rollmg-Mill Company's estab- 
lishment which, it believ as nearly 
overcomes the above-mentioned fault as it is 
possible to be done. 

it is the invention of Mr. Samuel Danks, 
General Superintendent of the above-named 
compeny works. Mr. Danks says he does 
not call his device a smoke consumer,” but 
a ‘*mechanical stoker and smoke preventer,” 
and which it trulyis. It is simple in its con- 
struction and most effective in its working. 

A reporter of the Gazette, visiting the Cin- 
cinnati Rolling-Mill recently, saw the smoke 

reventer”’ in operation, and had it explained 

y Mr. Danks. 

The fire-grate for the boilers is like an or 
dinary one, but is set outside, with a bridge- 
wall back, which is even with the front of 
the boilers. This grate isinclosed with walls 
of firebrick. In front of this sort of oven isa 
hopper made of iron plates divided into four 
compartments. Through the bottom of each 
of these compartments runs a screw or 
auger, on the end of which, outside the 
hopper, is a ratchet wheel. This auger 
is kept in motion by a lever and rod worked 
by an engine, to which is attached a “paw” 
that works in the ratchet wheel on the end of 
the auger, turning it ona two, three, or as 
many notches at a time as is thought neces- 
sary. in the ho og is placed the coal. and 
the turning of this auger carries it into the 
furnace with its biades, fast or slow, accord- 
ing to the speed of the machine. Running 
under the grate-bars into the ash-pit is a 
pipe, through which a blast from a fan- 

lower is forced with a pressure of about 
one-fourth of a pound more than the ordinary 
atmospheric pressure. The door of the ash- 
pit being kept closed, this blast finds its way 
through the fuel, and all the volatile matter 
of the coal, which is the cause of smoke, 
necessarily passes through the highly in- 
candescent fuel. This gas is mainly carbonic 
oxide. Now, to counteract this, a large pipe 
runs to the top of the furnace, in which are 

a large number of tubes, about an inch in 

diameter, running through the roof of the 

furnace. Through these tubes part of the 
same blast is blown down into the gases 
rising from below, by reason of the blast from 
beheath the fuel, and is mixed with them. 

This biast is regulated by vaives so that it 

ean be increased or diminished, and so effect 

a perfect combustion of the carbon, and con- 

vert this earbonic oxide gas into carbonic 

acid gas. A damper is inserted in or on the 
chimney to regulate the outflow of gases, as 
itis found desirable to maintain a slight 
internal pressure above the natural pressure 
of the atmosphere, for the purpose of giving 
the biast time to mingle thoroughly with the

em time to burn. In this way a perfect 

combustion of fuel and gases is obtained, re- 

sulting in a great saving of fuel. The open- 
ing from this furnace into the space un- 
der the boilers is about two feet square, and 
the space under the boilers is much higher 
than in most furnaces.

Wherever the 
landlord has been charging more than a fair 
rent lie must accept what the court declares 
to be right, and where he has coufiscated the 
tenants’ improvements he must restore them 
to their rightful owners. These restorations 
of stolen tenant property; it is estimated, 
will aggregate 500 millions of dollars in Ire- 
land. Tenants will never again be com- 
pelled to pay rents on the value of their own 
improvements heretofore or hereafter made. 


It is a halfeway house to peasant proprietor- 
ship, It will enable the farmers to save 
Hough money in a few years to make their 
first payment in the purchase of their farms. 
The Government advances three-fourths of 
the money, and waits twenty years for re- 
payment at the rate of 5 per cent a year, but 
allows the purchaser to refund the money as 
much faster as he can, thereby stopping in- 
terest. Before a year goes round thousands 
of Irish tenants will have bought their land 
and be on the road to complete proprietor- 
ship. This will happen not only in Ulster, 
butin other parts of the island. 


’ SHALL WE HAVE A NAVY? 

A Naval Advisory Board has laid before 
the Secretary of the Navy two reports—that 
is, a majority and a minority report—as to 
what shall bedone with the navy. The report 
states that there are now just twenty-one war 
vessels of all grades and sizes that are effi- 
cient or can be made efficient. We have done 
no building for several years, though we 
keep eight navy-yards in full blast and oper- 
ation, each provided with a corps of officers, 
naval and civil, of the most imposing char- 
acter and cost of maintenance. ln fact, 
though we have but a skeleton of a navy, 
and a weak skeleton at best, the expense 
of the navy is first-class, and we have offi- 
cers, especially Paymasters and Chaplains, 
egual to a first-class naval establishment.“ 
It is stated that the board proposes to begin“ 
a navy by Duilding fortirwith thirty-one 
new ships, of the following specifications: 


Two ships of 5,300tons with a speed of 15 knots. 

Six ships of 4, Wous with a speed of 14 knots. 
3 ships of 3,500 tons with a speed of 13 

nots. 

Ten ships of 770 tons with a speed of 10 knots. 


The twenty-one large vessels are to be 
steel, covered with wood, and the ten 
small ones are to be wood. It is expected 
they will be completed in 1890, and are ouly 
to cost an average of one, million of dollars 
each, or $31,000,000 in all. 

Supposing the proposed navy to be com- 
plete and afloat, it is questionable whether 
the navy as then made up will be any more 
eflicient for aggressive or defensive war than 
it is at the present time.

If 
we are to keep up thts immense corps of 
ofileers, then we ought to get a few vessels, 
and have a few satiors, and somewhat equal- 
ize the shares of the number of persons’ who 
consume the millions appropriated aunually 
for a supposed navy. 
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RAILROAD RATEZS AND THE PRICE OF 


It has naturally been regarded s very 
strange that the price of wheat should have 
advanced in this market in the face of tite 
absence of foreign demand and tho increase 
of freight-rates to the seaboard. Thefact is 
only one of the spectlative anomaiies con- 
stantly occarring on the Board of Trade. It 
is possible that the prospect of an advance in 
railroad rates induced shippers to buy and 
send forward as much stuil as they could 
hope to realize on within the past few days. 
But itis also believed that the advance in 
rates so far is only nominal, and that, under 
the pretext of old contracts, the railroads are 
still carrying grain from Chicago to New 
York as low as 12'¢ cents per 100 pounds and 
that 15 cents is about as high a rate as is 
charged to any shippers. The reason for this 
is, that there is little demand for the Western 
grain at the East, and practically none at all 
from Europe, at present prices, and the rail- 
roads are competing sharply for the limited 
grain businéss. It is likéwise true that, at 
the ruling prices of grain in Chicago, there 
could be no shipment except at a loss on any 
higher charges for freight, and the railroads 
would lose the grain business altogether, as 
it would go down the river, if they were to 
exact the schedule rates. 

There is a very general impression that 
Board-of-Trade operators are an exception- 
ally shrewd; calculating, and wary set of 
men, and that they proceed upon cateful in- 
formation and a judicious estimate of proba- 
bilities. This may prove to bea mistaken 
notion. The spectators, as a rule, are rather 
creatures of impulse and hope than deep 
thinkers or philosophers. They are noto- 
riously stubborn, whether they be “bulls” or 
“bears.”” Just now they are determined to 
maintain prices at Chicago without apparent 
regard to the exigencies of supply and de- 
mand. They have succeeded onlyin assur- 
ing a good market for the California and 
Oregon surplus of fifty or sixty millions at 
high prices, and enabling the Russian, Aus- 
tralian, and India grain-shippers to do a more 
flourishing business than ever before. The 
harbor at San Francisco is crowded with 
ships of every nation, with a capacity rang- 
ing from 1,000 to 2,000 tons, all loading with 
wheat. According to the San Francisco 
papers, the vessels in port under engagement 
for Wheat have an aggregate capacity for 
carrying 141,000 tons, whereas there were 
only 68,000 tons under engagement at the 
same time last year; and the vessels on the 
way or engaged to go to San Francisco figure 
up 362,000 tons, against 201,009 tons similarly 
contracted for at.the same date a year ago. 
In the meantime Chicago warehouses are 
full of grain, which promises to remain here 
all winter unless there be a revolution in 
prices, 

So far as the railroads dre concerned; we 
do not see how they can reasonably hope to 
secure any material advance in east-bound 
freights. Hf they try to push up rates from 
12 and 15 cents to 25 and 30 cents per hun- 
dred pounds, there will not be much grain 
for them to carry. ‘Shippers are not going to 
be prepared to pay any such rates at any 
time durm the comm winter. They can 
better afford to pay storage and carry their 
grain till sprmg. The gtain ofthe West and 
Southwest will seek an outlet through the 
Mississippi if railroad rates go muen higher 
Sean they are now, and the railroads: would 
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—— a very hopet ul view of the situn- 
tion, w We trust may not be 4 mistaken 
one. He contends that thé purpose of filing 
the information—a process which has been 
thrown out of ecourt—was to initiate a formal 
proceeding, thus save the cases from the 
bar of the statute of limitations. We do not 
understand from this that Col. Bliss means 
to say that the principal and most flagrant 
case, Which occurred in October, 1878, has 
been saved by this process, but that other 
acts, one in December, for instance, will not 
be barred, even though the Government shall 
not be able to present the cases ih the grand 
jury until a later date: We presume that 
this theory is materially the same as that 
whieh should depriye an aecused person of 
the benefit of the statvte of limitations if ar- 
rested on @ warrant and held to ball, even 
though his case were not presented to the 
grand jury until after the term covered by 
thé statute had expired. It is evident from 
the statement made by Col. Bliss, however, 
that the star-route ring will have another 
quibble t?fight on when their cases shall 
come up Under indictment, and it may be 
that their boast that they will never be 
brought before a petit jury is not an idle one. 

All that Col, Bliss says of the future course 
of the proséciition, éven if it shall prove to 
be true, will in no wise atone for the igno- 
ranc and remissness of the Government law 
officers in permitting sufficient time to elapse 
to enable the rinasters to plead the statute of 
limitations. Corkhill, the District-Attorney, 
seeks to evade the responsibility by declaring 
that he informed the Attorney-General of the 
proposed adjournment of the grand jury, 
though it does not appear that he claims to 
have told the Attorney-General! of the effect 
of such an adjournment. In extenuation of 
this lapse on the part of the Distriet-Attor- 
ney, his friends urge that he was not con- 
sultel as to the star-route cases, nor in- 
formed of the date of the acts upon which 
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Immigration is rushing into Dakota from 
all quarters. kt ts now as much Gought by 
settlers as Kansas, Nebraska, and Minnesota 
formerly were. ‘The only large tracts of un- 
occupied fertile lands remaining in the coun- 
try are found in Dakota, and its attractions 
are of such an unusual character thet it may 
reasonably be exbeeted te have by 1890 a pop 
ulation of 800,000 to 900,000.

Under the circumstances, it would seem 
that the best thing President Arthur could 
do is to get rid of both Attorney-Genéral 
MacVeagh and Distriet-Attorney Corkhill. 
Neither of these genllemen seems to be fitted 
for the place he holds, but, on the contrary, 
both appear to have been stumbling-blocks 
in the most important Government cases. 
From outside indications, Mr. MacVeagh 
is not taking any part in the Government 
prosecutions, and Mr. Corkhill claims never 
to have been taken into the cases at all. The 
Government should be able to secure law 
officers who will attend to its interests as in- 
dustriously and conscientiously ag if they 
were serving private clients. 
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THE STATE or DAKOTA. 

Itis already apparent that the question of 
the admission of Dakota into the Union will 
be one of the most important subjects be- 
fore the Forty-seventh Congregs. If the 
Democrats shall attempt to defeat or post- 
pone the Dakota bill, dsitisnowsaid they 
are resolved to do, the contest over it may 
easily assume a Significance which will 
make it the chief measure of the session. As 
the contests over the admission of Arkansas 
and Michigan, Florida and Iowa, Celifornia 
and Oregon, and the settlements of condi- 
tions for the Territorial Governments of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska mage successive sessions 
memorable before the War, it is possible 
that the Dakota question may be the en- 
grossing topic of debate the coming winter.

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CANADIAN AlWSEXATION. 
The great questions looming up in thé near 
futare of Canadian politics are independence 
on the one hand and anhexation on the other, 
and the certainty that the former at least will 
be brought upin the next Doinimon House 
of Commons as a test to ascertain the senti- 
ments of the people has aroused widespread 
agitation among the Canadian papers of all 
shades of opinion: 
Some of this agitation has grown out of 
the trenchant articles which have appeared 
in the Pall Mall Gazette. The first of these,

which recently appeared in these columns, 


set forth the reasons why annexation to 
the Great Republic would be of mutual 
benefit to Canada and the mother country. 
The second, which appeared in the last issue 
of Tur Trivuneg, pointed out an important 
consideration, to Great Britan at least, in the 
Americanization of Canada, which would 
tend to strengthen still more the ties bet ween 
the two gréat divisions of English-speaking 
people. Upon this point, the Gazette said 
with great foree:

while some of them boldly advocate annexa- 
tion, to which it is pretty certain independ- 
ence would lead in time. The Ottawa Free 
Press is u paper whose loyalty no 
one will question fora moment, and yet it 
declares that the loyalty of Canadians to 
thdinselves is a stronger sentiment, than 
loyalty to the Queen, and adds: We live 
in a hard, practical age, when men calculate 
the value of things, and if the people of this 
country were convinced that their material 
welfare would be promoted. by separation 
from England, they would vote for it with- 
out hesitatlon.“ Sentiments like these, com- 
ing from a paper wkich represents Canadian 
loyalty, are too significant to be passed by 
carelesly, They argue that there is some- 
thing working below the popular surface, 
and that the Canadian people are not sos 
bound by sentiment as to neglect the dicta- 
tions of common sense and practical consid- 
erations, 

The second article to which we have al- 
luded, that of the Toronto Telegram, is even 
more pointed and direct in its suggestions. 
One of these, which has already been published 
in Tue Triscne, is to the eitect that the peo- 
ple of Canada are divided into two classes: 
those who have immigrated and the native- 
born. The latter are already in the @ajority 
in numbers, and as soon as they have the pre- 
dominance in power, andin social, commer- 
cial, and political influence, they will not 
only desire butdemand a change. The na- 
iive-born are the young Canadians, and it is 
but natural that they should want to eman- 
cipate themselves from thralidom, though it 
may be only of the sentimental sort. 

It adds to the force of their yearning for 
independemce that they are not very highly 
esteemed in Europe, and they are held as of 
secondary Importance to the importatious 
even. To be an American means a great 
deal in Europe; to be a Canadian means 
very little, and almost argues them un- 
known. They have@ecentiy had a taste of 
this in the demeanor of their Governor-GeL- 
eral and his royal wife towards hem. They 
are tired of being classed as colonial. They 
want to be known as national, for Canada is 
their home, and with it all their inferests 
are identified. As the Telegram forcibly 
says: “His sympathies dre democratic, not 
aristocratic, and for monarchical mummeries 
he has supreme egntempt. Having cut his 
wisdom-teeth, be thinks, and rightly, that 
he is able to e care of himself, aud that 
the time has u when he should go 
into business on own account.” 

The drift of the agitation points towards 
the formation of a great national party, 


which will represent young and native-born |

A people numbering three millions, if property 
united and handied, should have driven the 
British to their ships before the end of 1777, and 
closed the war, in the opinion of the Gazeite. It 
says the revolted proviticés never worked to- 
gether, as they should have done. Hence the 
war dragged along four miserable years, from 
1777 to 1781, unnecessarily. Sectional jealousies 
caused States to withdraw their ill-supplied bat- 
talions from the “Continental forces under 
Washington upon the very eve of battle; to halt 
militia upon their own border@ within sound of 
the very roar of some hard-fought field for a 
quibbie; the selfishness of provinces, too, who 
when the smoke of battle had rolled away from 
their own homesteads betook themselves to the 
arts of peace, ind ferent to the troubies of their 
neighbors; and the petty conspiracies that at 
one time eame near robbing the country of t 
great chief who, alone. of all men, could have 
sustained such a tottering fabric as American 
independence appeared to be in 1777, have all to 
be remembered.“ 

The Gazelle says that the evil genius. which 
rendered the Americans 60 weak in the conduct 
of their Revolutionary War was the State- 
sovereignty” feeling that existed among them. 
This is why they did sot unite and pull together 
as they vught to bayedone. The Carolinas did 
nothing to beip New England drive out the 
British, and Rew Rugtand in great measure re- 
turned the favor. ashington’s army, after 
1777, consisted mostly Of men from three or four 
States. and they werefuruished grudgingly and 
sparingly. The thirteen States, if they haa 
been under the perfect control of a Central Gov- 
ernment, could have piaced 100,000 men under 
Washington and kept their ranks full by con- 
scription until he had driven the British from 
our shores; but the thirteen narrow-minded, 
bickering, quarrelsome, quasi sovereigus 
never furnished him one-quarter that mkay for 
six months ata time, and therefore had it not 
been for the assistance of France the Revolu- 
ton would in all probability have miserably 
failed.

NORTHERN AFRICA. 
THE SITUATION AT TRIPOLA. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Trirolt or Barpary, Oct. 17, 1881.—The 
events whieh have taken place lately in the 
Regency of Tints, having led to a thorough 
change in the policy of the Government of 
this Regener of Tripoli, I teel almost con- 
vinced that some news from this part of the 
North African eoast will please if not inter- 
est the readers of Tur Caraco TRIBUNE. 

Tripoli is @ walled town on the horthwest- 
erm coast of Africa, and bas a population ot 
about 20,000 inhabitants, consisting most- 
ly of Mohammedans; the rest are Jews 
and Chpistiins. Not long after the French 
allairs in Tunis the Sultan reealied Hadj 
Ahmed Azset Pasha, Governor-General of 
this regency, and appointed in his place Mo- 
hammedt ‘Nazif Pasha, who brought with 


*him Houssiea Was Pasha, Major-General, 


1,600 soldiers, with a quantity ef arms and 
anumunitios. But the arrival ot troops had 
not to stop there, and the late 
increase of the military forces is a nianffest 
proof that the Turks intend to do all their 
possibility before they let Tripeli fall into 
the hands of the Freach or other European 
Power. 

The number of the regular troops stationed 
in this Regency amount to 10,000, besides a 
regiment of artillery with twenty-three heavy 
siege-guns, fifty-one field-guus, and six mor- 
tars. Other troops are expected here. 

The troops that are here are composed of 
strong-built men eapable of enduring 
fatigue. The Mohammedans of Tripoli, es- 
pecially those of che country, would make 
very good soldiers. They are a hardy peo- 
ple, and live on very frugal meals. It is re- 
ported that block-liguses and forts are to be 
built along the Tripolitan-Tunisian frontier. 
The foftS Protetting the harbor are under 
repair and will soon be ready to receive the 
siege-guns. Maneuvres of the regular troops 
are frequent, and the carrying of arms and 
ammunttion from one place to another gives 
the town a military appearance which for 


many years past it has not witnessed. 


Gossip here is the pastime of many people 
who side with the Turks or the French. Re- 
ports from idle taikers reach our ears, now 
that the Pasha is removed and now the 
French Consul. That the relations between 
the Governor-General of this Regency and the 
French Consul are not of the best kind is be- 
yond any doubt; but that either of these two 
representatives has been ordered by his Gov- 
ernment to leave his post is, ap to this date, 
without foundation, as far as it is known 
here. The dispatehesgof the Havas Agency, 
which reaeh London through Paris and are 
published in the London papers, create great 
astonishment here among the people of good 
sense, or those who informed as to what 
is going on.

A LIBERAL VICTORY. 
London Spectator, Oct. 2. ' 

The Berwiek election, which took place on 
Wednesday, ended in a vasi majority for the 
Liberal candidate, Mr. Jerumgham-— indeed. 
a majority almost perplexing in its magui- 
tude, when one looks at the history of Ber- 
wick elections for some time past. In Ber- 
wick, the largest majority on either side has 
never been much over a hundred, and usual- 
ly much less, while Berwick was just the 
place where one could never predict how the 
elMction would go. As our readers know, the 
Liberals lost a seat there last year, and 
it was very genérally expected that we should 
lose the second seat when Sir D. Marijori- 
banks was raised to the Peerage. * Mr. Jer- 
umgham, however, was returned on Wednes- 
day, not by a majority of 100, but by a ma- 
jority of very nearly two to one, in spite of 
being a Roman Catholic, and of advocating 
the settlement by the Government of the 
Bradlaugh difficdlty, Mr. Jerningham polled 
1,046 votes to only 529 given for the Conserv- 
ative candidate, Mr. Trotter; majority, 517. 
The constituency has been much increased 
since the last eleétion, and this may, perhaps, 
partly explain the favorable flow in the tide 
of the Liberal fortunes. 

The Paris Univers, Papal sheet, exults 
over the return of Mr. Jerningham for Ber- 
wick. as a confirmation of the slow but irre- 
sistible progress of Catholicism in Englund. 
With some forgetfulness of disfranchised 
Arundel, it describes him as the first Catholie 
elected by an English borough since theRefor- 
ination, and after mentioning the respectable 
figure polled by. a Catholic at Sheffield last 
year, it says: “Mr. Jerutugham's election 
wakes a brilliant breach iu the last ramparts 
of the Angelican establishment. Elizabeth- 
and C rom well must have shiveréd at it in their 
graves.’”’

So he appears 
in his portraits, scatiered broadcast through 
Irisu homes all over the world. Twen- 
ty or thirty years made but, little 
chanwe in the outlines of the 
Arehbishop. His hair whitened with 
time, but he moved about with extraordinary 
vigor fora man of fourscore and over, is 
keen vision unimpaired, and attended ber- 
sonally to the spiritual government of the 
500 or 600 priests and the 1,509, souis in- 
trusted for the last forty-six years to his 
pastoral charge.

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 

His Grace was born on Sunday, March 6, 
1791, at Tubbeg- (or Tober) na-Vian, on the 
eastern side of the Hill of 1 in the 
County of Mayo. He was the fifth child of 
his parents, Patrick McHale and Mary Mul- 
bern. His birthplace is situated in the Baro- 
py of Tyrawley, and in the Diocese of Killala. 
It isa somewhat wild, but not uninteres 
district, and there are spots of much uatura 
beauty and grandeur not.a long way off. He 
was7 years old when the French landed in Kil- 
lala Bay, under Gen. Humbert, in their expedi- 
tion from Rochelle, and began their march 
of invasion upon Ballina. At was a time of 
fearful commotion, and the peasautry fied in 
terror to the recesses and hiding places of 
the neighboring mountains, Having capt- 
ared Ballina the French troops, to the num- 
ber of overa thousand, pashed on toward 
Castlebar, and his Grace often told how he 
remembered gazing upon them with wonder 
as they marched on their way to that town 
through Crosmolina past his father’s cot- 
tage door. At this time the sanguinar 
penal code was still in partial tho 
considerably relaxed vigor reland, 
that though to educate.’ was not then 
a felony punishable by death or transporta- 
tion to the Catholic teacher and the Catholic 
taught, yet the Catholic schoolmaster was 
still tracked with suspicion, jealousy, and 
dread. And thus it wasthat John MacHale 
began his education, glad to get it in any 
way he could, and, child as he was, not un- 
willing to run a heavy risk for the sake of 
getting it. He continued a hedge-school boy 
till his 13th year, when he was sent to 
learn classics in Castlebar under the kindly 
and clever tuition of à classical teacher 
named Stanton. He remained with Mr. 
Stanton until he was 16 years of age. 

PRIEST AND PROFESSOR. 

In the year 1807, beimg then in. his 16th 
year, he entered Maynooth College as an ec- 
elesiastica! student. His course was an éx- 
ceptionally brilliant one. He took the higth- 
est honorsin his.classes, and at the close of 
his collegiate career he was chosen to one of 
the prize places of the 2 ne establish- 
ment. While pursni e advanced studies 
prescribed for that es ie advan Dr. de la 
Hogue, a distinguished French pries who 
had to fly from his country Curt the Revo- 
lution, and had been appointed Professor of 
Dogmatic Theology in Maynooth, became 
seriously ill and 60 to discharge his 
professional duties. The young Dunboyne 
student was at once selected to be his 
deputy, and filled the chair with ability and 
satistaction. Dr. de la Hogue’s illness prov- 
ing fatal, the Chair of Dogmatic Theology 
was declared to be vacant and the youthful 
deputy was unanimously chosen by the 
Board of Trustees to suceeed to the position. 
Previously to this, in the year 1814, being 
then in his 23d year, he. had been called to the 
priesthood, and in June of that year he re- 
eeiyed ordination from hands of 
the Most Rev. Dr. Murray, who was 
then Couadjutor-Archbishop of Dublin and 
Bishop of Hierapolis, im partibus infidelium, 
He acted as “ lecturer ” for Dr. de la Hogue 
for six years, and was professor for five. 
These eleven years were stirring times in the 
politico-ecciesiastical history of Ireland. 
They were tne days of the Kildare Street So- 
ciety Schools, of Archbishop McGee, of ram- 
pant Biblical agencies, of intoleranee of ey- 
erything Catholic. More than all, they were 
the days of the struggle for Catholie emanci- 
pation. They were the days of O’Connell, 
The spirit of the times made its way inside 
the gates of Maynooth, Professor of 
Dogmatie Theology yielded himself a ready 
captive to its mighty influence, 

HIE ROPHILOS.

Passenger 
rates have been lowered about 75 per cent on 
through business, and on through freight 
the charge was lowered two and one-fourth 
mills per ton per mile, which is con- 
siderably less than the average 
cost of transportation to the rai 
roads. This war has proved detrimental not 
only to thé roads, but also to, the commercial 
and manufacturing interests of the country, 
because of the daily uncertainty as to the 
rates, the special figures given to favored 
shippers, and unjust discriminations as be- 
tween localities. 

So far as the public interest is concerned, 
it is impossible at present to 
PASS FINAL JUDGMENT UPON POOLING OR- 

GANIZATIONS. 
are tentative and upon proba- 
tion. , fact that they tend to avert cer- 
tain intolerable evils recommends them to 
toleration and a degree of public favor. But 
too little is known of their inside workings 
to justify State Governments or the National 
Government in conferring upon them uncon- 
ditional attributes of legality. 

‘The railroad system ot the country is in a 
state of evolution, and each year brings its 
succession of surprises. Today’s expedient 
may prove inadeyuate next year, and the 
constant building of new lines for subserv- 
ing particular cities and local interests make 
it evident that the pooling of the future must 
be contined more closely to distinctive lines 
ot trafiic, and to the geographical and trade 
limits of such traffic.

ints out that it would be an exeeedingly 

elicate and difficult matter for the National 
Goverument to undertake to determine the 
relative advantages which shall-be accorded 
to rival cities upon the basis of distance or 
other grounds. 

THE RIVALRY BETWEEN NEW YORK, 
Philadelphia, and Baltimore for the export 
business of the tountry is one of the causes 
of the present war, and any decision by the 
Government tending to make an award 
of tratlic to them would at once 
become a sharp political issue—a 
question on which city would be arrayed 
against city and State against State. It 
would be impossible for the Government to 
set territorial limits to the traflic operations 
of rival roads, tor the reason that the lines 
of the various companies interlock and com- 
pete at hundreds of points and under a 
countless variety of conditions. Another 
serious obstacie exists in the impossibility 
of our Government to control the Canadian 
lines, the bulk of whose business comes from 
American sources. 

It does not, however, appear to be necessary 
that all remedial measures should await the re- 
suit of any weneral determination of the ques- 
tion as to the relations of the railroads to public 
interests. in view of the evils resulting from 
wars of rates, it appears to be not only Gesir- 
able, but feasible, for the Government to re- 
quire that all rates shall be made pubiic, alike 
to all, and not changed witbout due public 
notice. It is perhaps also advisable that a law 
sbould be wiring that railroad com- 
panies shail furnish rs to shippers equitably, 
in proportion to orders therefor, and that no 
preference in facilities shuil be afforded to one 
shipper as against bis competitor in trade. Pref- 
erences im the matterof supplying cars and fur- 
nishing other facilities for securing prompt and 
speedy transportation may prove in practice to be 
discriminations quite as unjust and injurious, 
even, as are considerabie ditferences in frvighbt 
charges. enforcement of such rules as 
those above indicated would undoubtedly tend 
to correct very many of the most serious abuses 
which now eXist in railroad transportation. If 
this much in the way of reform could be fully 
secured, it would biy be a matter of very 
much less ditheuity to adjust differences as to 
the territorial limits of the true operations of 
competing lines, the relative rates Which shall 
prevail over competing rail and water lines, and 

relative rates which shali prevail with re- 
spect to the commercial interests of rival cities.

A reporter of Tae TRIBUNE yesterday in- 
terviewed Mr. Milton Weston, General Man- 
ager of the Chicago Belt-Line Railroad Com- 
pany, with regara to the promised future 
developments of that organization and the 
matters affecting the interest of Chicago lia- 
ble to arise therefrom. Mr. Weston said 
that there was one point paramount to all 
others, which was that the road was going 
ahead. All difficulties, or alleged difliculties, 
had been removed, and they were ready for 


work. * 
@The Belt-Line, with its system of connec- 
tions and transfers, having been fully des- 
cribed heretofore, there exists no necessity 
for recapitulation. It starts at Wolf Lake. 
just across the Indiana State line, strikes 
west and north until it reaches the Town of 
Lyons, thence runs north into the Town of 
Jefferson, and thence west to a point in Lake 
View, not far north of the. city limits, and 
there connecting with the North and North- 
westerh roads. Theroad is designed pri- 
marily to facilitate the transfer of through 
freight from Eastern to Western lines and 
vice versa. 

Mr. Weston said that matters were in such 
shape that he did not care to discuss them. 
The road was a fixed fact, and its location 
had been positively determined upon. It 
would assume control of all freight in- 
* to it at any point, and would deliver 

same to connecting lines. ‘The road 
would have four lines of steel track, stone 
culverts, iron bridges with stone abutments 
and all other moderu improvements, anc 
would be ballasted with stone throughout. 
There were no engineering difficultiesin the 
way, and no special favors to aek trom 
City Councils or Boards of Supervisors. In 
all the towns passed through, the road only 
asked the right to cross the streets and roads, 
and sought no franchises to permit m to 
run lengthwise on thoroughfares, 

The reportet asked Mr. Weston what it 
was proposed to do about building, That 
gentieman said that it was intended to erect 
three elevators, each of a capacity of 1,500,- 


000 bushels of grain. These would be di- 


vided aceording o railroads as follows: 
Michigan Central and Lake Shore & Michi- 

n Southern; 5 Fort Wayne & 
shicago and Baltimore & Ohio; Grand Trunk 
and Wabash. arehouse certificates would 
not be issued, bat the grain would be re- 
eeived and delivered. ‘The idea,” said 
Mr. Weston, “is we will form 
an @asement to the transportation lines. 
If 200 cars of grain are brought in per day, 
and the Eastern lines can only take fifty of 
them, we will store the balance and deliver 
when called upon. Our arrangements will 
be such that shipments can. be made either by 
rail or water. We will strike every road, 
and will be able to transship for them all 
without danger of blockade.” 

- Have you begun upon your elevators 


No; things are not yet definitly arranged. 
You. see, the Chicago Belt-Line Company, 
the East Chicago Improvement Company, 
and other interests are involved in this 
scheme. But we will get to work now as 
rapidly as ible, and will at once grade 
the track for the Belt Line. This is a great 
undertaking; one which will even out-Chi- 
cago Chicano, and it takes time to perfect it.“

rates on west-bound freights took most rail- 
road men by surprise. It was known that 
efforts were being made to bring about such 
an advance, but it was the general opinion 
that it could not be done without an agree- 
ment between the trunk-line Presidents, and 
this gave rise to the rumors that peace had 
been restored between them. As stated yes- 
‘terday, however, there was no truth in the 
rumors, and no understanding has been ar- 
rived at between the Presidents of the trunk 
lines. The Pennsylvania, after failing in its 
efforts to bring about a general advance, de- 
cided to go it alone, and as soon as its ac- 
tion became known the other trunk lines 
followed suit. Whether the new rates can 
be maintained without a general agreement 
is a matterof doubt. As long as there is no 
binding agreement special rates will always 
be made to certain classes of shippers, and it

The Contemplated Advance in West 
Bound Freight Rates. 
Special Dispatch to The Chacago Tribuna, 
New York, Nov. 11.—The recent advance 
directed on all westward-pound freight on 
the lines of the Erie Railway and ths Penn- 
sylvania Centra! Railroad has been the cause 
of considerable cogiiation with those inter- 
ested in rival rates. The advance is a very 
considerable one, and the rates determined 
upon have been advertised as to prevail on 
the Erie and the Pennsylvania Roads on 
Monday. The new tariff is as follows: For 
first class freight, 60 cents; for second 
class, 50 cents: third class, 40 cents; 
and fourth class, W cents, as against 
45 cents, 88 cents, 30 cents, and 
20 cents of the former rates of transportation. 
It is not absolutely certain that the advance 
will be adopted in Erie on Munday, although 
the preliminary steps in the way of serving 
notices, etc., had been given; but, owing to 
certain information received by the officials 
of the latter road after the notice had been 
delivered to the Central, an unexpected ele- 
ment of uncertainty was introduced. Erie 
has not fully decided yet on what course to 
pursue. Said a gentleman today having a 
knowledge of the Erie Company’s purposes: 
“The fact is, there is reason for 
doubt that the Pennsylvania Company really 
intends to do what it advertises and push 
up freight rates on Monday, although in 
preparation for that advance the Erie people 
have served notice on the New York Central 
folks that the Erie’s west-bound tariff will be 
placed at 60 cents, 50 cents, forty cents, and 
28 cents on first, second, third and fourth 
classes of freight respectively. the basis being 
from New Yurk to Chicago. This notice 
was served in good faith, but this afternoon 
a hitch has occurred, which for the 
time may block the proposed plans. 
The Boston & Albany line has tele- 
graphed this afternoon that that advance, so 
far as they are concerned, would be imprac- 
ticable at as early adate as Monday, and that, 
you see, will bar the Erie from making the 
arrangement contemplated, for it would 
necessitate a higher rate from New York 
west than from Boston west, and the Erie 
can never pursue that sort of policy.“ 
Considerable curiosity has prevailed in 
railroad circles as to the action of the New 
York Central managers touching rates on 
their line and connections to points west. 
Nothing could be learned yesterday at the 
offices of the latter road, except that no or- 
ders have been issued changing the present 
table. It is understood that the action of the 
Eastern roadsin the matter, the Boston & 
Albany and other lipes, will in a measure de- 
termine if the Central will make any changes. 
It is said that one of the causes contributing 
to the advance contemplated is the great 
number of advance contracts for transporta- 
tion which have been making in Boston at 
the hitherto prevailing low rates. An official 
ot the Central Road said today: “I suppose 
the road is waiting for the action of 
the Eastern lines. If they wheel into line I 
suppose this road will do the same. If this 
step is attributable to anything I suppose it 
is the. big contracts binding the roads for 
frelaht transportation ahead that have been 
made, and are yet making in fact, by which 
advantage is taken of the low tariffs. The 
Central will take all the freight it can, and 
thmas will be arranged so that it will have 
its share.“

I was talking to some gentlemen in the 
Vanderbilt interest last night about the rail- 
road war.

Said I: Does 
Vanderbilt dislike his railroad contempora- 
ries ?” 

Not at all. With the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road people he is on first-class personal terms. 
In tbat case there are merely two big cor- 
porations contending for business. On his 
recent return from Ohio, Mr. Vanderbilt’s 
car ran over the Pennsylvania tracks, 
and at Altoona the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road people gave him and his family a 
splendid dinner. Wiiliam thinks very 
highly of President Roberts, of Vice- 
President Cassatt, of Frank Thompson, the 
General Manager, and of most of the 
driving staff of that road. 1 think he also 
recognizes the fact that the Pennsylvania has 
got the best railroad in the world. He said to 
Frank Thompson, Why, is this the Frank 
Thompson that I have heard of so many 
years? It must be a mistake! You must 
bean older man.” Vanderbilt thinks that 
his man Rutter and Thompson are two 
wonderful railroad men. Vanderbilt is not 
as warmin his approbation of Mr. Jewett. 
He hae criticised the Erie Railroad. As for 
Mr. Garrett, of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, itis not probable that he and Garrett 
Will ever be on personal terms again. You 
recollect that they gave two personal descrip- 
tions of each other recently, and when men 
of that financial strength step outside of the 
courtesies of correspondence they generally

Annual Statement of the Oregon Bail- 
way and Navigation Company. 

President Villard, of the Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company, has just issued his 
annual report to the stockholders. As 
shown in the report, the company has dur- 
ing the past year completed 250 miles of 
standard gage road, and before Jan. 1 next 
Mr. Villard expects that fully 300 miles of 
new road will be completed and in active 
operation. ‘There has been constructed 1,464 


feet of Howe truss and 11,268 feet of trestle, 
and the large bridge over Snake River, two 
miles below. Texas Ferry, representing an 
ageregate length of 1,415 feet, is now in 
process of construction. All questions of 
right of way have been settled at compara- 
tively small cost to the company, and with 
scarcely any. litigation. The right of way 
across the Umatilla Indian Reservation, on 
the Baker City line, was amicably settled at 
a council, by an agreement on the part of 
the company to pay the Indians $2.50 per 
acre for all wild lands and $27.50 per acre 
for cultivated lands, necessary for the road- 
way and depot grouriis, located within the 
reservation, the whole cost of which will be 
$3,000. When all deliveries shall have been 
made, under existing contracts, the railroad 
equipment of the company shall consist of 
fifty-one locomotives, eighteen passenger 
cars, four Pullman sileeping-cars, 2 
ga ge- cars, two combined baggage, mail, 
express cars, 600 covered freight- cars, 500 
Hat-cars. 100 stock- cars, and forty hand- cars. 
There was expended during the year for rail- 
road construction, $4,247,468; for other con- 
structions, $240,354; for railroad equipment, 
$296,558 ; and for other equipment, $116,680, 
The several lines operated by this company 
represent a total of 1,591 miles. The total 
receipts from all sources, during the year, 
were $9,509,620; total disbursements, $8,014,- 
360. The traftic gross earnings were $3,730,- 
245; its operating expenses, including taxes, 
$2,063,388; showing the pet earnings to be 
$1,666,861. For 187080 the corresponding 
results were: Gross earnings, 82.980, 701; op- 
erating expenses, $1,552,411; net earnings 
$1,657,230. Against 147,817 passengers and 
379,844 tons of freight carried in 1879-80. 
there were carried in 1880-’81, 167,787 passen- 
gers and (25,025 tons of freight, showing an 
increase of 19,970 passengers and 243,181 tons 
of freight. The report enlarges somewhat 
on the consolidation recently effected with 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, and the trans- 
fer of the controlling power over both cor- 
porations to a third corporation—the Oregon 
& Transcontinental Company, having an au- 
thorized capital of $50,000,000, Mr. Villard 
expresses the conviction that the large pro- 
prietary interest of this company in the other 
companies is the best guarantee to the latter 
that its power will only be exercised to pro- 
mote their legitimate development to the 
fullest extent; or, in other words, that the 
new company can only promote its own in- 
terest, as a great holder of Oregon Railway 
& Navigation and Northern Pacific stocks, 
by taking the best care of every other stock- 
holder in both companies. 


Mir. Vanderbilt No Hespecter of Per- 
ons. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is no respecter of persons, 
not even if one of those persons holds the 
‘high, exalted position of General Manager of 
one of his roads. He has lately played it 
upon Mr. John Newell, General Manager of 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, in the 
matter of a railroad-crossing dispute, in a 
way that must be exceedingly gailing to that 
gentleman. The following from the Cleve- 


land Leader tells the story: A somewhat 
extended litigation has been in progress in 
Erie County the Lake Shore and 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroads, the 
former having enjoined the latter company 
from crossing on the same level at Huron. 
A compromise. was effected, whereby the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie people agreed to run 
under the Lake Shore track, provided the 
track of the latter would raised six 
feet. When the proposition was submitted 
to General-Mapager Newell, he objected to 
the amount ot the elevation, he being willing 
to raise his road but four feet. He finally 
agreed to five feet, but would go no further. 
After a few days, workmen were engaged in 
raising the Lake Shore track the requifed six 
feet, and some curiosity was extant as to how 
the work could proceed without the consent 
of the General Manager.

The South Water street commission merchants 
who bandle butter extensively have decided to 
wage au active and relentless war against the 
sale of butterine, oleomargarine, aud other imi- 
tations of the genuine article. The matter is al- 
ready in the bands of a committee composed of 7 
Messrs. George E. Gooch, J. W. Adams, Phil | 
Alexander, W. W. Dexter, John Macumber, and 
A. C. Knopf. This is the same committee in 
wh hands the butter merchants intrusted the 
Same duty several months ago, when, by the 
prosecution of innumerable cases, the sale of 
bogus butter by retail grocers was almost en- 
tirely stopped in the city. Now it is estimated 
that one-fourth of the retail grocers are 

SELLING THE COUNTERFEIT ARTICLE 
for the genuine. There is no law to prevent the 
sale of butterine, provided it is labeled and sold 
as such, but when grocers conform to the law 
they und that consumers will not buy—that is, 
they will not buy butterine knowing it to be 
such. Of course the uuscrupealous grocer, who 
has no regard for the stomachs or digestive 
organs of his patrons, buys butterine at a iow 
price and sells it as butter at a big profit. The 
committee propose to have inspectors out who 
Will bring to trial all violators of the law who 
are to be discovered. It is claimed that under 
the State law restaurant- keepers are not allowed 
to set butterine before their patrons without 
letting the latter know that it is not butter.

THE LAND OF THE MIDNIGOAT SUN. 
Paul Du Chaillu, although born in Paris, 


is a naturalized American citizen, and what- 


ever of fame or reputation he may have ac- 
quired as explorer, traveler, and author, is 
shared by every one of his countrymen. His 
lectures and his books already published 
have rendered his name almost a household 
word, and there are few persons interested in 
the literature of travel and exploration who 
are not familiar with the pages ot Expiora- 
tions and Adventures in Equatorial Africa ” 
and A Journey to Ashango Land.” Mr. 
Du Chailla has now enriched the literary 
world by an addition to its treasures of a de- 
tailed and com plete account of 
the northern countries “of Nor way, 
Sweden, and Lapland. And as this poet bade is 
a careful and studious observer his two vol- 
umes entitied “The Land of the Midnight 
Sun ”—which are published simultaneously 
in America, France, Germany, and Denmark 
—will take immediate rank as the very 
best authority on the Scandinavian peninsula 
yet issued. Of Mr. Du Chailiu’s accuracy of 
statement and fidelity as a historian to 
facts, we have a remarkable instance in 
connection with the publication of his first 
work on Africa. It may be remembered 
that in that volume were embodied the re- 
sults of four years of personal experience and 
observation among different tribes on the 
west coast, between latitude 2 deg. N. and 2 
deg. 8. During his explorations he 
traveled on foot, unaccompanied by any 
white man, upward of 8,000 miles. On the 
publication of his book many of its state- 
ments were distrusted as being inconsistent 
with the maps of Barth and Peterman. A 
bitter controversy arose, and to vindicate his 
accuracy und his reputation, Mr. Du Chaillu 
prepared himself by a course of scientific 
study for a second expedition. Before he 
was ready to leave the truth of his state- 
ment was proven by the French travelers 
Serval and Griffon du Bellay and the En- 
glishman Burton. The American deter- 
mined, however, to verify his own state- 
ments himself, and, after many delays and 
accidents, started for the interior in 1864 ac- 
companied by the Commi negroes. In 1867 
he published an account of this second 
expedi and in tbe volume ( A Jour- 
to Ashango Land) were given 


ney 
the detailed astronomical observations which 
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plorer warrates what he sees, and the trust- 
worthiness of what he writes. This being 
true of his experiences in a country so sel- 
dom visited is much more certain to be car- 
ried out in writing of a land much better 
known ard so often visited. That many of 
Mr. Du Chaillu’s comments aud criticisms 
will not be at once accepted as infallible is 
to be expected. That he has erred in some 
minor matters—as in translations of Swedish 
and Norwegian phrases, in political ob- 
servations, in regard the theatres, 
and n the sequence of events—is 
quite likely. That he might have, in 
so comprehensive a work, included 
some chapters on the literary and artistic ac- 
tivities of Sweden and Norway—an omission 
noted by Dr. Rasmus B. Anderson in a short 
notice of the work—is undoubtedly a just 
matter of criticism. But as a thorough, sys- 
tematic, and exhaustive study of the coun- 
tries included in the title Mr. Du Chaillu’s 
“Land of we Midnight Sun“ is entitled to 
first rank. 7 
The author’s information is the result en- 
tirely of personal observation, his indebted- 
ness to other authorities being for scientific 
ints only. Between 1871 and 1878 Mr. Du 
Yhaillu made several journeys in the Penin- 
sula of Seandinavia, and svjourned in the 
country altogether about five years. Study- 
ing the language of the ple and mastering 
it, he was thereby enabled to better under- 
stand their home-life, their manners and cus- 
toms, particularly of what may be called 
the rural population. Mr. Du Chaillu’s plan 
was twotold: to study the physical charac- 
teristics of the country and to observe the 
manners and customs of its inliabitants. The 
latter object was compassed by living among 
and as one of the people. To accomplish the 
former he traveled across the country in ir- 
regular courses, by routes often crossing 
each other, at different seasons of the year. 
As a result he tells us in his preface that he 
has observed the whole coast from Hapa- 
randa to the extreme northeastern point of 
Norway, a distance of 3,200 miles. and 
besides has *‘ sailed on almost every fjord, 
whose shores have in the aggregate an ex- 
tent of 3,000 miles or more.“ 
It isa difficult matter to select a few ex- 
tracts from so extended a work which will 
ve any idea ot it as a whole. To reproduce 
t a few of the passages we had marked on 
reading would be to substantially republish 
the two volumes, so entertaining have we 
found the majority of its pages. it is true 
that Mr. Du Challlu reproduces many little 
details of social life not so very different 
from cheracteristics of good society on the 
Continent, and which do notstrike the reader 
as especiafly original or entertainmg. But 
it only shows how extended were the au- 
thor’s observations when setting out to thor- 
oughly investigate a new subject. On his 
seurney by steamer from Stockholm to 
laparanda he first noticed certain peculiar- 
ities and characteristics of peasant life. He 
says (p. 39): “It is very seldom that a 
farmer, however rich he may be, takes a 
first-class passage: to him money 
spent that way is wasted, with no 
equivalent in return. They are always 
jolly and lighthearted; no conventionalities 
of fashionable life trouble them; they shout, 
they laugh, they slap each other on the back: 
thereis a freedom in everything they do, 
which might appear shocking to the prim in- 
habitants of a city.

A partof it was 
overiapped by the ice; and the upper stratum 
of the glacier, having astronger current than the 
lower, would finaliy run over it and hide it frum 
view as the onwurd march continued: and 
when the glacier again retired the boulder 
would be deposited on some new resting- 
place.

AMERICAN POLITICS. 

The experiences of Charles Dickens and 
many English and Continental commentators 
upon Americans, their political and social in- 
stitutions, amply demonstrate that, as Amer- 
icans, they do not like to be lectdred by for- 
eigners. Charles Reemelin was born in 
Heilbronn, one of the southern cities of Ger- 
many, though at the early age of 18 heemi- 
grated to the United States and began life in 
Philadelphia, but soon removed to Cincin- 
nati, where he has ever since resided. He 
has justissued from the press of Robert 
Clarke & Co. alarge and eomparatively ex- 
haustive volume, which he entitles, “A 
Critical Review of American Politics.“ that 
at the opening page craves the good opinion 
ot his adopted fellow-citizens. He says he 
saw no disqualification for such a review 
by reason of his foreign birth; indeed, my 
opinion leaned the other way. A person 
may be a critic of an adopted country with- 
out being an ingrate, and he may be its ad- 
mirer without being a sycophant.” This is 
candid enough, but following at once with 
the declaration that the best publications 
on American affairs have been. written by 
foreigners” savors somewhat of vanity. 
However, scholars and profound thinkers 
are pardoned their vanities, and in this case 
Tue TRIBUNE cheerfully accords Charles 
Reemelin a high rank in both that of the 
scholarand thethinker. His work is divided 
into thirty-three chapters, embracing titles 
such as The Country, The Constitution, 
The Press, The Finances, Church and 
State, Secession, Communism, The Spoil- 
ers of American Government, and 
the usual moral drawn. Within 
680 pages the author compresses his views of 
these and kindred subjects, and that he does 
it well no intelligent citizen can deny. In 
his chapter on the press, however, we easily 
oo. his reason for the present work.

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TITE FOREIGNER IN CHINA. 

It hardly needed Prof, Sawyer’s eloquent 
tribute to prove Mr. Wheeler's ability to deal 
with the subject indicated by the title of his 
work. An eminent Chinese scholar—able to 
preach, write, and talk to the Celestials in 
theirown tongue—and a resident of China 
for many years, the author was able to give 
to what he had to say the weight of personal 
experience and knowledge. ‘Lhe result of 
his labors has been a brief Dat Interesting 
summary of the history of he advent and 
sojuurn of me foreigner in China, sumelent- 
ly comprehensive for the general reader in- 
terested in the subject. For much of the in- 
formation contained in this volume Mr. 
Wheeler was dependent upon the works of 


| others; of which assistance he has made 


frank acknowledgment. The latter por- 
tion of his book, being more directly 
the result of his own experience, is of the 
most practical advantage to one who desires 
information in regard to the present aspecis 
of the Chinese question. Wheeler is, on the 
whole, unprejudiced in his attempts to give 
clear and exact statements of its different 
phases. And even those not in sympathy 
with him cannot fai! toadmit that in many 
respects he makes the best showing for the 
Chinese nation yet made. He contines him- 
self to stating what he knows, and permits 
the reader to uraw his own conclusions. 

Notwithstanding the antiquitiy of the Mon- 
golian civilization there are many claims 
put forward for it which this au- 
thor is unwilling to indorse. That 
the Chinese should have invented 
writing-paper, printing, gunpowder, and the 
mariner compass is by no means a certainty 
according to Mr. Wheeler. “On the con- 
trary, quite the rewerse” as Sam Weller 
would putit. That China should have the 
credit of having conferred these biessings 
upon the world at large has perhaps “no 
better claim than her own.arrogant preten- 
sions, and the general tendency among Eu- 
ropeaus to assign to that nation anything the 
origin ef which is unknown or obscure.” It 
is with feelings of pride we read that the 
American flag was first hoisted at Canton in 
1802, but it is mortifying to learn that our 
Consular agent was styled a “tae-pan.” 
The combination is. too closely akin to 
that of “tin-pan’”—defined as a noisy 
implement of domestic use attached 
generally to a dog’s caudal appendage. As 
a matter of fact our early representatives ap- 
pear to have been of very little use, to have 
had no salary, dignity, or power until many 
years later. 

The entire New Testament was first pub- 
lished in Chinese in 1814, the greater part of 
the translation having been accoinplished by 
Mr. Morrison, who, in 1823, completed an 
Anglo-Chinese dictionary in six volumes. 
And yet from six to eight thousand arbitrary 
symbols must be committed to memory in 
order to read the simplest book. Pigeon- 
English“ is a language in itself. Who would 
recognize the first lines of Longfellow’s 
„Excelsior“ written in this shape: 

That nightey time begin chop-chop, 

One young man walkey—no Can stop. 

Maskee snow! maskee ice! 

He carry flag with chop so nice— 
Topside-galion. 

The Chinese have the original patent for 
Givil-service reform,” says Mr. Wheeler, 
Wand. with at least all due ceremonies and 
apparent even-handed justice to aspirants 
for place and honors under the Empire, they 
have maintained their educational system 
‘or more than 2,000 years.

Martin, nor does it profess to give anything 
like a history ot the Chinese nation, or even 
an account of its civilization, manners, cus- 
toms, and industries as they exist . 
is inferior as a reference work to Dr. WII 
jams’ work. the best, it is only a sketch 
of the relations to China borne by forei 
nations since 1416.

In the 
whole Romance chere is nut a single chapter 
which directly or indirectly does not relate to 
this. It has been sought to exemplify the fol- 
lowing three doctrines in particular: tirstiy, 
that the source of goodness is historically 
in the human affections; secondly, t 
the explanation of govdness is logically 
in the postulates of theology; aod third- 
ly,. that, though goodness may exist before 
these postulates are assented tu, it is sure to be 
ruined ig the long run, whet they are once con- 
scilously repudiated. It has been sought toshow 
farther that, in a self-conscious epoch, the rein- 
tions betwecn faith and goodness are mutual. 
Tous the heroine's faith is taken from her 
through the senses, the hero's through the in- 
tellect: and yet the current materialism of to- 
dav ia in each cuse equally to blame. It begins 
the ruin of one; it completes the ruin of both. 
Had it not this both wight pave found 
salvation; sbe might have regained her pus ty. 
and he his warmth of beart. But as It is, they 
can do no more than struggle. Faith aud gouod- 
ness in each try hard to reassert themselves; 
butevil tor its ally bas our whole modern phi- 
losophy; reason seems to figut for it, and good- 
ness and faith find all their endeavors futile.

round the great show will lose caste and be- 
come in the eyes of the people simply 
a place where a certain class of 
breeders are given preference over 
all others, without reference to merit. 
The members of the State Board are gen- 
tlemen of excellent reputation, who, of

is not supposed for a moment that the board

The decision of 
men who bad already decided in a ring com- 
of identically the same cattle was of 
course a foregone conciusion, and the examina- 
tion of the cattle under the circumstances 
closely resembied a farce. The judges were 
handicapped by their own previous action, and 
were absolutely compelled to again award the 
premium to the steer McMullen. 


When it is remembered that this animal was

is pot proposed to criticise 
the idea of allowing the same judges to be placed 
in a position to pass upon their own previous 
judgment is a great mistake, to say the least. 

In the interest of harmony among exhbibiters 
of the diiferent breeds of cattle, it is hoped that 
some better met bod of selecting judges will be 
adopted ere another year has passed. It has 
been openly charged that the Short-Horo ring. 
so culled, has secured control ot the show, and 
that other breeders are denied certain rights 
and privileges to which they are eutitied. THE 
TRIBUNE does not believe that any ring exists 
who can control the management of these shows, 
but it does igsist upon a better system of jude- 
ing. to the end that exact and impartiai justice 
may be the rule hereafter. 

In this connection the following plan is sug- 
gested by which at least disinterested men 
migbt be secured for these trying and important 
positions: The board should select the best 
butchers from Eastern cities and pay them for 
their services, and thus avoid the scandal that 
yearly crops out because judges and exbivitors 
are irom the same focalities. Having 
judges, the rule should be that no man who 
owns an animal shall be allowed to bold it while 
in the ring, or to enter the ring upon any pre- 
text while the judges are at work. The adop- 
tion of some sucb rules asthe above, or some- 
thing of that character guaranteeing & better 
state of things, must be adopted at once, or 
greatest of American shows will become a by- 
word and a reproach. 


Sdort- Horus as Prize- Winners. 

Again have the Short-Horn cattle carried 
off the majority cf prizes at the great stock 
show, and this victory has elated the breed- 
ers of this family beyond measure, It is very 
plainly to be seen that, if the leading position 
is attained by any other breed, many years 
will be required to bring it about. A certain 
well-posted and thoroughly competent breed- 
er recently stated that there was no 
use in attempting to introduce other 
breeds of cattle upon the Western 
prairies. It might, he thought, be ac- 


complished in time, but in his opinion 
the Short-Horn ring, as he saw fit to term it, 
would, backed by the wealth and influence 
of its present position, handicap any efforts 
of other breeders to get a foothold. ‘The as- 
sumption that such a combination exists 
among Short-Horn breeders may or may not 
be true; but at all events the air is full of 
rumors to that effect, and the friends of the 
breeders who now occupy second place are 
— a determined warfare against any 
all combinations or rings which stand in 
their way. The struggle grows more inter- 
esting every year, and the end is not yet. 
The Hereford interest is represented by 
lenty of money and pluck without limit. 
here are several breeders in Indiana, Lili- 
nois, and Jowa whose enthusiasm for the 
white-faced breed is boundless. Muny of these 
tlemen are millionares, and these say that if 
re is such a thing as securing what they are 
pleased to cali their rights, they are fully deter- 
mined to bave them. In the meantime the 
Short-Horn breeders calmly occupy the proud 
position which bas been their boast for years, 
and the casual observer fails to perceive any 
evidence of weakening on their part. The effect 
of the agitation has, bowever, been to arouse 
them to increased activity. ey say that if 
nothing but a genuine knock-down fight will 
satisfy the Heref ers, that they will 
next year show such cattie as will take ali the 
wind out of their opponents’ sails. 
in the meantime the sleek, thick-skinned 
Polied-Angus cattie are quietly coming into 
prominence, and, judging from the frequent 
Sales of late, these horniess cattie will soon be 
in a posi to contest for the honors of the 
fairs of the West.

The Becent Fat-Stock Show. 

During the past week the fourth annual 
exhibition of the Chicago Fat-Stock Show 
has been held at the Exposition Building in 
this city. The originators of this enterprise 
had two objects in view when discussing the 
idea of holding these shows. First, in the 
interest of cattle men generally it was de- 
signed to afford a practical school 
where the best specimens of every 
kind of stoek should be exhibited 
once every year, and where feeders

mixture of long coarse hair, of thick Opaque 
r, that makes dealers look shyly upon the 
wool, as not being true . These in- 
criminatiog bairs are called “kemps,” and 
“kemps” are liable toappear in any of the fleeces 
of Engiand and Wales when there bave been 
inclement seasons, when the sheep have been 
ex posed to the inclemencies, and their food bas 
been consequentiy too scanty and too fitfully 
obtained. For regularity, or evenness of a 
wether woo! ranks much higher than ewe woo 
or any other. it shows scarcely any difference 
in it, in its thickness close to the skin and at the 
far point. To stimulate softness there has been 
a practice of smearing sheep with tar and but- 
ter among foreign dealers, and the compound 
very fairly imitates “yolk,” or the grease 
abounding in tleevés naturally, and found in ex- 
cess in the ftieeces of the Merino. In all fleeces 
this volk represents about 26 per cent of 
weight. In the Merino fleeces it represents 
nearly 50 per cent. After cleansing it is gone; 
and it is of paramount importance that it should 
be gone. Flock-Frowers like it to be present, 
because, during their short ownersbip, it kee 
and lets no harsh- 
nes Fieece- buyers get rid 
of it at their quickest, because, after eight or 
nine weeks of packing, fermentation, which 
they call “sweating,” ensues. This sweating 
makes the wool hard and brittle; in the inner 
parts of the pack it even gets warm, spontane- 
ouseombustion has again and again resulted, 
and wool factories bave been leveled by it to 
the ground. When flock-growers desire to con- 
suit the interests of fleece-buyers they will see 
that as much as possible of this yolx is removed. 
The Spaniards try for this aftersbeuaring when 
they give the fleeces a good wash. Saxon grow- 
ers wus the sbeep themselves before the scis- 
sors are set to work. They have tubs of warm 
water and soap lees, into which the animals have 
their first dip; then tubs of clean water are 
ready for extra purification. The English, as is 
familiar, wash before clipping also, but they 
only use clean water, and 5 squeeze this out, 
— the sheep are removed from it, with the

Iowa Fat-Stoek Breeders’ Association. 
On Dec. 18 the Eighth Annual Convention 
of the Iowa Fine Stock Breeders’ Associa- 
tion will be held at Iowa City. As a school 
for the information of the breeders of the 
State, these yearly gatherings have taken 
such a position as to attract the best men in 
the State, and as a successfal institution of 
its kind it has no equal in the country. 
Among its active members are such men as 


ex-Congressman James Wilson, of Traer; 
the Hon. Pliny Nichols, of West Liberty; ex- 
Lieut.-Gov. John R. Scott; Prof., S. A. Knapp, 
of the State College; N Luce, of Iowa 
City; Robert Miller; W. W. Aldrich, and 
many Iowa breeders, Who are all men of en- 
ergy and perseverance. The proceedings of 
these yearly meetings are very interesting, 
and of inestimable value 0 ail who are en- 
gaged in the business of breeding and feed- 
ing stock. An idea may be formed of the 
wide range of these discussions by ref- 
erence to the pavers read before the 
association last year at Grinnell. 
Amoug the more prominent papers was one 
prepared and read by Col. Scott, of Tama Coun- 
ty, upon the subject of “Pedigrees; How Ob- 
tained and Their Value. As the question which 
he treats is at the present time of special in- 
terest to men eugaged in producing beef cattle, 
THE TRIBUNE Ventures to reproduce the foliow- 
ing summary of Col. Scott's paper: 

“Cal. Scott claimed that people buying blooded 
stock should require in most cases intrinsic 
poiats of excelience in the animal before them 
and the pedigree should contain the names o 
the parties who know the facts of the breeding. 
The question of igree was avery delicate 
one, yet it might be assumed that the real value 
ofany animal for stock purposes, aside from 
any matter of mere fancy, is greatly dependent 
upon its capacity to produce posterity with 
valuable characteristics. Referring to the pedi- 
gree of Oxford Hiliburst, one of the most 
famous of Short-Horn sires, the writer seid: 
‘It may be also noted that there are five tops 
above the imported cow. One part in tbirty- 
two of the biood he bears is from the im- 
portation, and runs thence in a diminishing 
ratio througb the famed Princess foundition 
to the earliest known dam, the nineteenth, and 
to the twentieth sire. I give full credit to all 
the great English and American breeders and 
their grand stock, but I do not forget that the 
quantity of blood which comes from the loug 
line back of the importation is but one part in 
thirty-two.’ 

* writer concluded by saying that fashion 
in pedigree had done incalculable harm to the 
live-stock interests, and he thought it unwise 
and unsafe to select either sires or dams on the 
reputation of their antecedents in the dead past. 
The buyer should, when selecting blooded stock, 
not only investigate the pedigree of the animal, 
but sbould pay some attention to the pedigree 
of the man with whom be deals.“ 

At the meeting last vear many other interest- 
ing papers were read and afterward critically 
discussed by the members. The com meet- 
ing of the association will undoubtedly rela- 
tively interesting, and will attract a much 
larger number of stock- raisers. 


Indorsement of Gov. Cullom’s Pleuro- 
Pneumonia Proclamation. 

The newspapers of Montana, Wyoming, 
and Nebraska, heartily indorse Gov. Cul- 
lom’s proclamation scheduling localities in 
Eastern States known to be infected with 
contagious pleuro-pneuomonla. 

Western herdsmen have a proper concep- 
tion of the dreadful results of this insidious 
disease. They appreciate the fact that once 
located in their herds, no person can approx- 
imate the loss which would follow, and are 


under obligations to the law-makers of 
Illinois for partially protecting their inter- 
ests by the erection of bulwark against the 
spread of the disease. The leading papers of 
Nebraska advocate a rigid inspection of all 
thoroughbred or graded stock that may be 
brought from the East for the improvement 
of native Western cattie, and it begins to look 
as though the action of Illinois would be fol- 
lowed by several other States and Territories. 

The traffic in Eastern dairy calves has al- 
ready received a set-back, and the effect of the 

roclamacon has been to about paralyze that 

ranch of industry. The receipts of these 
calves at tne Union Stock-Yurds are dally be- 
coming lighter, and when the State Veterinarian 
get to work systematicaily it will de but a short 
time until this trade is completely stopped. 

Dr. Paaren, the veterinarian appointed to look 
afer the bealth of the live-stock of the State, 
has a great manx calls from various parts of the 
State from people who are alarmed at the ap- 
—＋ — of what they at first blush believe to 

pleuro-pneumonia. In nearly every case iu- 
vestigated the trouble has been found to be 
simpiy Texas fever. Dr. Paaren states that this 
deseuse has made its appearance in various 
parts of the State, and that the losses have been 
quite severe in some herds. In some supposed 
cases of pleuro-pneumonia, Dr. Paaren has 
found ordinary inflammation of the lungs, 
caused be the presence of thread-worms— 

us flaria—in the bronchial tubes, or 

from long continement during transit. 
The last Legislature passed a law in relation to 
the subject of cattle diseases and their suppres- 
sion. Many people are not familiar with the 
law and the powers granted to the State Veter- 
murian for the prompt suppression of disease, 
Dr. Paaren issued a circular containing a 
copy of the law. and also the most prominent 
symptoms of diseases of cattie. The book ca 
be had by addressing Dr. N. H.

LONDON, Ont., Aug. 1, 1881.—To the Editor of 
the Chronicle—Stir: I had not seen this city [Chi- 
cago} since the great fire in 1871, and certainly 
the magnitude of the buiidings and their sub- 
stantial appearance surprised me, much as 1 
was led to expect from what I had heard. To 
think that ten years ago these streets, extend- 
ing for miles, were one mass of ruins and ashes, 
and that now piles upon piles of magnificent 
structures have been erected upon the ruins, is 
indeed marvelous. No one who desires to know 
what American energy can do should fail to 
visit Chicago. In 1836, when I first knew it, it 
contained 4,000 people. From the decennial 
census just completed I find it contains 503,000, 
What it will become in the future, is to the minds 
of its inhabitants not doubtful. They have the 
most implicit faith in its future. In fifty years 
it will contain 2,000,000 they firmly believe. 
Not even will New York take the lead in the 
course of time, they confidently affirm. This 
may appear an exaggerated idea to many, yet, 
in the past, no place that I know of on earth has 
increased so rapidly in population and wealth. 
The basis upon which this expectation is formed 
is the admirable situation of the city, which 
gives it an unrivaled commanication with the 
vast surrounding country. Situate on the great 
lakes, it has water communication with tue St. 
Lawrence, and, by canal, with New York; also 
by canal and river with che Mississippi and New 
Orleans. By numerous railways it draws to it- 
self the business of California, and tue main 
produce of the States of Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Dakota, lowa, Nebraska, Colorado, and parts of 
Kansas, Missouri, Indiana, and lilinvis. it is 
not too much to say that, exciuding Russia in 
Europe, ap extent of country fully equaling all 
the rest of that continent is tributary in busi- 
ness to this wonderful city. To these States 
thousands of people from all the countries of 
Europe are hastening. In Chicago aione there are 
150,000 Germans, and all over this Western coun- 
try the German element is very strong. The 
Americans weicome the Germans. They are 
steady, peaceable, industrious, and law-abiding. 
So are the Swedes, under which appellation the 
whole Scandinavian people areinciuded. What, 
then. are the forees.from which Chicago is to 
derive its wealth, and by which it is to preserve 
its preéminence among the various townsof the 
West. First, its unrivaled means of irtercom- 
munication arising from its situation; secondly, 
its naufactures. There was a time when it was 
supposed that to be near the ocean was a great 
advantage in constituting a place a great dis- 
tributing point. This is no longer the case. The 
great facilities of transit give to inland places 
like Chicago advantages equal to New York 
when its proximity to the recipient States is 
considered. New York, at present, is the great 
monetary centre of North America. But every 
day capital is rapidly accumulatmg in Chicago. 
It is the greatest grain and cattic market in the 
world, and it is likely to remain 60. Uitimately 
it must, from present appearances, become a 

reater monetary centre than even New York. 

hen, as to its capacity as a manufacturing 
piace, its situation gannot be exceeded. Coul in 
inexhaustible quantity lies close to it. The de- 
mand for mattufactures by the vast surround- 
ing country is almost illimitable. Food for 
wurkingmen is cheap. The climate is upon the 
whole salubrious. The time will soon come 
when by ship navigation the ocean will be 
reached from it. In fact, everything points to 
the continual growth of this wonderful place. 
At present the smaliness of the river, the 
crowded situation of the shipping, and the nu- 
merous swing bridges, are felt to be great incon- 
veniences. But these obstacles will be over- 
come by the formation of capacious docks on 
the shore of the lake, which can be easily ac- 
com plisbed when the — of Chicago setties 
down upon the project. shall reserve some 
account of personal impressions derived from 
my visit to Chicago for another letter.

FANCY LIVE STOCK. 


The Miller Herefords Awarded the 
Field Prize of Two Hundred 
and Fifty Dollars. 


Aggregate Weight of the Five 
Winning Steers 10,000 
Pounds, 


Awards of Prizes in the Swine and 
Poultry Departments. 


The Hereford Breeders Complain of 
Prejudice and Injustice. 


The blinding driving rain-storm of yesterday 
prevented a very large attendance at the Fat- 
Stock Show, yet the men who are interested in 
the success of the show, and who are engaged in 
breeding and feeding stock, were present in 
large numbers, It was expected that the car- 
casses hung upon Thursday would be taken 
down and cut up, but tt was concluded to post- 
pone the work until this morning, owing to the 
extreme fresh condition of the meat. At 9 
o'clock this morning the butchers will begin the 
work, and there will probably be a large attend- 
ance, Foilowing the dressing of the meat the 
awarding of premiums will occur, and as this is 
the final test of merit the anxiety of exhibiters 
is accounted for. — meat as it hangs on the 
pulleys presents a utiful appearance, and all 
day yesterday was the subject of general admi- 
ration. 

The event of the day was the for the 
special prize of $260, offered by Marshall Field, 
of this city, for the best five head of cattle, of 
any age or breed. It was the largest premium 
of the show so far as value is concerned. There 
were seven herds entered by the foliowing ex- 
hibiters: Short-Horns—T. W. Hunt, of Ashton, 
III.; John B. Sherman, of Chicago; John D. Gil- 
let, of Elkhart, III.; Luther Rawson, of Oak 
Creek, Wis.; Morrow & Muir, of Clintonville, 
Ky.; and H. C. Nelson, of Canton, III. 

The T. L. Miller Company, of Beecher, entered a 
herd of five Herefords. The ring was completely 
filled with the finest auimals of the show, and 
the judges experienced some difficulty in get- 
ting about. The gentiemen chosen to decide 
the merits of this rand herd ring 
were James Peltz, of Polo, III. Frank Gerpiser, of 
Springtield; and Edward Leize, of Chicago. The 
handling qualities of every animal were deter- 
mined, and every point of excellence thoro ugh- 
ly discussed. So far as close search and com- 
plete work was concerned, no set of judges ever 
more fully satistled the exhibiters or the public 
of their desire to do even and exact justice. 
After two dours of conscientious work, the 
unanimous decision was in favorof the Here- 
fords, to whom the prize was awarded. It was, 
indeed, a givrious and crowning victory, and to 
say that the fortunate winners were de- 
lighted but teebly expressed the state of their 
feelings. The aggregate of the five winning 
animals was exactly 10,000 pounds, making the 
average 2,000 pounds to the ounce—a showing 
that speaks volumes for the white-faced breeds. 

THE POULTRY EXHIBIT 
deserves special meation, as it includes more 
entries and a better selection of choice birds 
than have ever been shown in Chicago: The 
awards have all been made.

Gillett, 
who won the prize with bis steer McMullen on 
Thursday. The medal is a very elegant piece of 
work, and will be placed among Mr. Gillett’s 
collection ot prize medais, cu and other 
trophies of victory. The face of the medal 
bears the inscription: “ Farmers’ Review. 
Sweepstakes Grand Modal.“ On the reverse 
side is the following inscription: The Cultured 
Miud Guides the Skilled Hand to Success.” In 
the centre is an elegant gold wreath, surround- 
ing the words, Awäarded at the Chicago Fat- 
Stock Show, Nov. 7, 1881. On the front of the 
medal is a raised head of a bullock enough like 
life to be taken as one of the Colonel's mam- 
moth bovines.

Last year there was considerable trade done 
between Canadian ports and Fairhaven, N. X., 
but as at that time the latter bore a rather un- 
enviable notoriety, and was looked upon as an- 
other Oswego, business fell off.

DINING WITH KURDS. 


How They Stu@ Themselves and Get 
Fearfully Intoxicated. 
Central Asta Letter to London Daily News. 

At length, the rather tedious tippling pre- 
liminaries over, we were called to dinner, 
and aregular Polyphemus feast it turned 
out to be. The Emir, who was 
most anxious that everything should be 
as much à la Franca as possible, took his 
seat at one side ot the head of the table. I 
sat opposit to him. The head of the table 
was occupied by a young nephew. It was 
evidently a kind neutral of point. Next the 
Emir sat his brother, another Kurdish chief, 
whose eyes were already beginning to look 
“fishy” from the effects of his continued 
libations. Next him sat the son of the Emir, 
a lad of 17, already Hakim, or Governor, of 
Shirwan. Other brotners and relations sat 
in due order. Beside me was a colossal 
Kurdish chief, Governor of some outlying 
district. 

First, a white soup, whose base was et- 
dently milk, and highly seasoned with aro- 
matic herbs, was brought in. At the same 
moment a musician with a three-stringed 
guitar struck up what, doubtless, was music 
to the ears of the company. To mine. like 
all Eastern music 1 have yet heard, it wasa 
kind of confused jangie, devoid of either 
melody or harmony. The soup was readily 
disposed of, and, pending the arrival of the 
next course, red and white wine was rapidly 
guived down from the Russian tc a-giasses, 
likesmali cylindrical tumblers, witha movable 
outer shell and handle of silver. Our first 
meat course was very god, indeed—simall 
pieces of meat, whether stewed or roasted, 
or both, I couldn't make out, stuck upon 
smali wooden skewers. This, my host in- 
furmed me, was Kebat à la biessed Hus- 
seln.“ Next we had meat with mushrooms, 
and then followed an endless varicty of 
dishes. 1 stopped Counting at the 


twelfth course. was uearly suffocated 
with food, though 1 partevk but very 
lightly of each dish, and all the time my co- 


me with not dome justice to Kurd cookery. 
In this country, as well as among the Tur- 
comaus. it is considered the highest polite- 
ness for a guest to stuff himself as full as he 
can possibly hold, and then commence a 
series of eructajions in his host’s face as a 
proof of the heartiness of his meal. Itis 
worthy of remark that almost between every 
course water-pipes were called for and freely 
smoked. It reminded me forcibly of 
the custom I have seen at the 
tables d’héte of Spanish hotels of smoking 
cigarets between the courses. Nowhere else 
have 1 seen this practice. After an indefinit 
number of various courses we had conserve 
of organges; then iced cream, immediately 
followed by a heavy rice pilaff with boiled 
mutton, the piece de resistance in ail Orien- 
tal countries. Next came wild fowl, and the 
meal terminated with hashed meats of dif- 
ferent kinds. This custom of eating the 
sweet dishes in the midst of the meat courses 
is truly Oriental. In Turkey the pastry is 
invariably the penultimate dish, and the 
heavy, substantial pilaff the last. I cannot 
say 1 appreciate the system by any means. 

At this jancture the old Emir sent to his 
treasury tor two large music-boxes of Rus- 
sian manufacture, evidently ogo from 
his generous neighbors. These he took 
great pride in winding up and setting going, 
and the guitar-twanger was obliged to cease, 
infinitly disgusted at seeing himself thus 
eclipsed. The amount of wine and arrack 
consumed durm the repast was very large 
indeed, and the overdone reverence and 
extreme respect for the Emir which 
had marked the n of the 
proceedings gradually dled away. giv- 

place to an utter disregard of 
all the proprieties. Indeed, before the re- 
past was half over the junior members of the 
company had become noisily intoxicated. 
My neighbor, the colossal Kurd. and his vis- 
a-vis, the Emir’s brother, another massive 
specimen of humanity, held out steadily; 
but there was a wandering, watery look 
about the latter’s eyes which told that the 
end was not far off. At this point there was 
another general distribution of cigars. On 
this occasion the Emir first lit and smoked a 
little of the cigar, and then, calling out each 
person’s name in turn, the individuals came 
up, kissed his hand, and had the cigar thrust 
into their mouths. This bestowing of lighted 
cigars was considered an extremely high 
honor conferred on the recipients. 

At this point the dinner had degenerated 
into a mere debauch. Some parties were 
seated on the pavement, utterum inarticu- 
late howls in an attempt tosing. Others were 
promenading to and fro, their feet far in front 
of their bodies, supported under the arms 
by a couple of servants. The greater num- 
ber were in heaps about the piace, rolling 
over each other in vain attempts to get on 
their legs. Myself. the coiossa! Kurd, and the 
8 household physician were, I 

live, the Only seber persons left except the 
servants—the latter being forced, doubtiess 
much to their regret, to act as lookers-on 
only. In Persia, us in Russia, no sense of 
shame whatever seems to attach to drunken- 
ness. It was past midnight, and yet there 
seemed no sign of abatement ot the festivi- 
ties, and I began to feel somewhat anious as 
to how matters were going to end. I heard 
the Emir several times ask where I was, 
though 1 was not six feet distant. At last 
he said, “ Pre a bed for him.” It is the 
usual custom in Persia that when a guest is 
invited to supper he passes the niglit at his 
host’s house. This custom is probably due 
to the extreme lateness of the hour at which 
meee is usually eaten, and the dark, rough

Yesterday was one of the stormiest days of this 
stormy season. At the banks routine and coun- 
ter business gave whatever duties cashiers and 
clerks had to perform. And yet the transac- 
tious of the day showed a very reasonable 
figure as will appear from the bank balances. 
They were $7,800,000. These figures, madeina 
very stormy Gay near the middie of the month, 
if compared with those of the corresponding day 
three or four years ago will show how wonder- 
fully business has increased. The balances on 
settlements the Ist and 4th, three or four „ars 
ago, would scarcely equal those now made on 
almost any day of the month. How long can we 
bope for this continued increase? Till the trans- 
actions of the Chicago banks range themselves 
next to those of New York—a consummation to 
be realized not many years hence. Boston and 
Philadelphia may as well make a note of this 
for future reference. 

Some of the banks report their customers 
rather more liberal io their offerings of ex- 
change, and hence it can be- quoted a shade 
easier. Large offerings were made by same to 
their neighbors at 75 cents per $1.000, and von- 
siderabie sales were made at this figure. Offers 
of 6) cents were refused. These quotations 
must be understood as between banks; custom- 
ers are still supplied at par. Buying banks are 
ofcourse losing a fraction on sales for the time 
being. This cannot be expected to last long. 
No more than individuals do bankers like to 
lose money. 

Money is abundant here and elsewhere ail 
over the country. So long as the balance of 
trade remains so largely in our favor it 
must continue to accumulate. The sillions 
of coin sent us from Europe on hDal- 
ances are gradually divided up among 
all the prudent industria! classes, 
giving them the means to purchase or 
to improve their homes and to maintain a 


bigher standard of intellectual and social cult- 
ure. Itis to be hoped our people will not 
rush into wild speculations and the extravagunt

The Church and Public Shools of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CnICAGdO, Nov. 11.—Pliease permit me a small 
space in your journal for the purpose of telling 
some of your readers who are deeply interested 
inthe public school question some stern facts 1 
have recentiy learned while traveling in In- 
diana. Being a close observer of the different 


phases of our public school system for some | 


time past, the more I studied its working 
the more I was led to admire it. The first place 
I studied the workings of the Catholic echvol 
regimé was in the Diocese of Fort Wayne, where 
the children of Catbolic parents are almost com- 
pelled to attend the church school, andif the 
parents refused tocomply with che all-authorita- 
tive mandate of the Pope's local re presentative 
they would be refused the consolations vf the 
Church io case of sickness or the liberty of the 
coufessional. Thie causes the parents to send 
their children to the church school. 

After ascertaining the above facts, I pro- 
ceeded w investigate if the pupiis in the Cuurch 
schools were progressing as steadily in their 
studies as those of the public schools. and un- 
fortuuately I found a vast contrast. 

‘The pupils of the public schools were steadily 
advancing in their studies, and in their manners 
are all that could be expected of well-trained 
youths, while the Church pupils are geueraliy in- 
dolent, rude, and violent, with no pretensions 
whatever to retinemeot. But from further in- 
vestigation I learned that the Church teachers 
are not permitted to chastise the pupils or to re- 
buke them for their many misdoings. The pas- 
tor, being the employer of the teachers, so di- 
rects that the pupils would have no cause to 
— — of the discipline, thereby causing the 
teachers to be almost powerless in the school- 
management, and the pupils not kept in proper 
subjection, and po device adopted to induce 
them to study. 

The parents of the above-mentioned diocese 
willawaken from their reverie when they are 
too late, and find their children full-grown and 
almost as ignorant vf the rudiments of common 
education as the day they first proceeded to 
their neigh Church-school. In behalf of 
truth, I remain, Henry W. Kina JR.

The State of Georgia Rapidly 


Getting Rid of Her 
Murderers. 


Another, Joe Harris, Hanged 
at Greensboro Yes- 


terday. 


The Town Filled with Negroes to 
Witness the Act at the 
Gallows. 


Felix Munshower Hanged for the Mur- 
der of James I. Weitzell, at 
Frederick, Md. 


Henry Jenkins Baptized and Hanged 
for Murder at Fayetteville, 
W. Va. 


Joe Harris, at Greensboro, Ga. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Nov. 11.—Joe Harris, col- 
ored, was hung today at Greensboro for the 
murder of Ezekiel Langston. The hanging 
was thoroughly unsensational, there being 
only a small attendance of friends invited by 
the doomed man. The hanging was in pri- 
vate, and was done within the inclosure sur- 
rounding the jail. The trap was sprung at 
II o'elock, and the body cut down half an 
hour later. This is the second hanging this 
month in Georgia, and two others are booked 
for this month. 

THE FACTS IN RELATION TO THE CRIME 
committed by Joe Harris, for which he was 
hung today, are briefly these: Sometime in 
last spring in Greene County E. G. Langston, 
(white) while officiating as a guard of a gang 
ofcounty convicts who were employed at 
work in afield, was killed by 
one of the convicts, and three of 
the number who happened to be 
connected with the murder escaped. Pur- 
suit was made, which resulted in the capt- 
ure of Harris and one of the accomplices, 
whose name, however, is a matter of little 
importance, as upon investigation it was 
found that he had nothing to do with the 
murder. Harris, upon being arrested, stated 
that the plan to kill the guard Langston was 
made up by himself and Jim Allen, another 
colored convict, while at dinner, and that the 
negro who was afterwards acquitted of any 
connection with the affair heard the details 
arranged. Harris said that it was made up 
that he was to do some bad hoetng, and that 
Allen was to call the attention of the guard 
to the fact, and that as soon as the guard 
came forward to show Harris how the work 
should be done 

ALLEN WAS TO KNOCK HIM DOWN 
with his hoe, and then Harris was to shoot 
the guard with his own musket. 

Harris said that the affair passed off exact- 
ly as it was planned, with the exception of 
the fact that Allen performed both parts in 
the killing, It seems that when Allen called 
the attention of Langston to the fact that 
Harris was doing some bad hoeing Langston 
immediately came forward, as it was expect- 
ed he would do, for the purpose of correct- 
ing Herris and showing him how the work 
was to be done. While Langston was in- 
structing Harris Allen crept up behind him 
and came down with hix hoe on the back of 
the head of the wnturtunate guard. The 
blow felled Langston, sending him to earth, 
while his gun flew out of his hands a dis- 
tance of severai yards away. Both of the 
conspirators then made arush for the gun in 
eagerness to get possession of it as soon as 
possibile, for fear that the guard should re- 
cover. Allen was the first to reach the gun, 
and, taking deliberate aim at Langston, 
fir The contents of the gun, which was 

AN OLD FASHIONED MU3KET, 
and which was loaded with buckshot, en- 
tered Langston’s breast, killing him in- 
stantly. ‘The men then escaped, and as the 
above shows Harris was captured, while the 
more guilty of the two, if sich a thing be 
possible, is still at large. Harris says the 
plan to kil] Langston was gotten up with the 
view of making an escape oy so doing. He 
was serving a sentence of one year in the 
chain-gang of Green County, having been 
convicted of stealing fifty cents. At the 
trial, which occurred in September, the main 
facts as reported above came ont, and in ac- 
cordance with these facts the defend- 
ant Joe Harris was found guilty of mur- 
der, as principal, in the second degree, 
and sentenced to be hung at Greens- 
boro ou Friday, lith of November, 1581. 
The hanging was done in private, instruc- 
tions to that effect having been given by the 
Judge of the circuit, and only a few friends 
were present at the request of the doomed 
man. To these few friends invitations were 
given or passes presented by the man who 
was to fill the character of the “star” in 
Harris“ last performance on earth. Since 


the day that Harris was convicted up to the 


end of his earthly career he gave it as his 
opinion that he would never hang. Whom 
he expected relief from he didn’t say, but at 
the same time expressed himself perfectly 
satistied that he would never end his life on 
the gallows. How far he was right is al- 
ready known. 0 


Felix Munshower at Frederick, Md. 

FREDERICK, Md., Nov. 11.—Felix Muns- 
hower was hanged at this place today for 
the murder of James L. Wetzell, on Aug. 
5, 1879. Felix Munshower was 30 years of 
age. He grew up a spoiled boy and a disst- 
pated man. Refusing the opportunities his 
father proffered him for a college education, 
he went West, where, after a few years of 
work in a menial capacity, he got to betting 
on horse-racing, in which he won a consid- 
erable sum. This wasdissipated before 1879, 
when he was called home by his father’s 
death. A quarrel with his brother led him 
to go to Emmettsburg, Md., where he dissi- 
pated his patrimony on horses and fast liv- 
ing, in company with James L. Wetzell, till 
he was penniless again. On Aug. 5 Mun- 
shower and Wetzeil were seen to entera 
piece of woods, Munshower carrying 2 cun. 
Shortly afterward a shot was heard, and 
Munshower was seen later on a road, coming 
trom the direction of the woods. On thenext 
day Munshower boasted of having a large 
sum of money about him, and talked of going 
away. 

SUSPICIONS WERE AROUSED 

that he had made way with Wetzell, but 
after being examined he wasdischarged. On 
the following afternoon a grave was discov- 
ered in the woods, and on its being opened 
the remains of Wetzell were found. Muns- 
hower was arrested. After the conviction in 
the 9 Court the case was taken to the 
Court of Appeals, which refused a new trial. 
He was sentenced to be hanged last March, 
but sneceeded in getting a stay to present 
the case to the Court of Appeals. Awain it 
was decided against him, and a death-war- 
rant issued for a second time. Munshower
